Joyful discovery at Tha-ret. 


Tha-ret, May 7. Three o’clock in the afternoon, | 


came up to Tha-ret on the west, and Ya-toung on 
the east side of the river: both these towns are 
very large. While I was giving away some tracts 
to a crowd of people that lined the shore, a young 
man of an interesting appearance came near, an 
eaid, “ Will you please give me St. John’s History 
of Christ. and the Acts of the Apostles.” “ Did you 
ever read these books?” “ Yes, teacher Judson 
gave them to me in Prome ; but when the city was 
burned I lost the books.” Igavelhim the books, and 
four tracts, and he immediately disappeared in the 
crowd. 
two miles further up the town, where we would be 
more secure from the wind. I could not help think- 
ing of this young man, but did not expect to see him 
again. However, at dark he made his appearance, 
and said, there is a man in this city besides me, who 
believes in Jesus Christ, and he wants to see the 
teacher, and get books, but he thinks the boat is 
away, and has sent metosearch. We followed 
the young man, and how were we surprised, and 


alinost overjoyed to find a venerable old man full of 


faith and hope in Chrivt, though he had no other 
teacher than St. John’s History of Christ, and the 
View, accompanied by the influence of the Holy 
Spirit. He said he had loved Christ for about two 
years, and his language was that of a man who 
was acquainted with his own heart. He spoke dis- 
tinctly of the carnal and spiritual mind, of regene- 
ration and baptism. The young man belore men- 
tioned, had heard Br. J 
had got books; afterwards he brought them to this 
town and read them to this old man, and both, I trust, 
are born of God. I do not know when I have spent 
such anevening. ‘To find two pi grims in this great 


desert—to hear them speak so boldly and decidedly | 


of their love to Christ in the presence of more than 
forty persons, filled me with joy. Surely this isthe 
work of Go) ! the power of the eross is felt in this 
dark land. O Burmah! Burmah ! cast away thine 
idols, and hear the word of the Lord. 

May 8. We have put up for the night ina soli- 
tary place, and during the whole day we have seen 
nothing but a few miserable villages. 

Mea-day, on the east side of the river, was once a 
large city ; but now 150 houses and as many pago- 
das are all that remain of its ancient grandeur.— 
The inhabitants have fled beyond the mountains, 
and taken refuge in Arracan, to escape the oppres- 
sion of the Burman government. 


Ma-loon.—The Kyenese. 


May 10. At 3o0’clock this afternoon we reached 


Ma-loon, a small but pleasantly located city, on the | 


west side of the river, and having great numbers of 
populous villages in its rear. With the exception 
of two or three priests, all ranks listened with atten- 
tion, and asked for books. 

The governor and his lady came to the boat.— 
He is very young, perhaps 24. Here I saw many 
of the Kyenese, and took down a list of words.— 
With one man who had a good knowledge of the 
Burman language, I had much conversation on the 
subject of religion. He said his people had no di- 
vine books, and consequently had no religion. If a 
missionary should take his stand on the west side of 
these mountains, in the province of Arracan, he 
would be in the midst of an immense population, 
speaking the Burman language, and could have 
easy access to the Kyenese, a people who seem to be 
prepared for the word of God. One can hardly im- 
agine a more eligible field of missionary labor. 

May 16. Yesterday and to-day we have seen 
little but a wild mountainous country. At two 
o'clock came up to a large village located among 
barren mountains, but having ia its rear, great num- 


bers of earth oi] wells, from which oil is taken to all | 


parts of the empire. We found some here disposed 
to listen ; but the mass of the people are stupidly ig- 
norant, and uncommonly superstitious. ¥ 
May 19. Sa-lay, a large town on the east side of 
the river. The idea of an Eternal God was entire- 
ly new to the people here, except one man, who ob- 
tained a book three months ago, and is nuw very 
anxious to hear and inquire more into the subject. ” 
May 21. Have spent the whole day in Pog-an, 
once a splendid city, but now heaps of ruins. I as- 
cended one of the temples by flights of stairs, a hun- 
dred feet or more, and took a survey of these monu- 
ments of superstition, now perishing beneath the 
erush of time. About 100 families live here among 
the ruins, and probably 150 priests. To these peo- 
- we gave tracts, and preached the gospel of our 
ord Jesus. 


Encouragement at Paco-ke-koo. 

May 23. Visited several small villages along the 
east side of the river, and among them all, did not 
find a man who had ever read our books. At four 
o'clock in the afternoon, came before Paco-ke-koo, a 
town as large as Rangoon, on the west side of the 
river. Ko Shoon went into one street, Ko San-lone 
into another, and I took a third, widely apart from 
each other, and continued preaching till night, to im- 
mense crowds of people. Having returned to our 
boat, three or four hundred gathered along the shore, 
and listened tothe words of eternal life. Several 
individual cases here are very interesting. I will 
mention one. A man about 40 years old, told me 
that some months ago he read a small book, that 
made known to him the living God : at first he re- 
mained careless, but afterwards his mind shook, (as 
he expressed himself) and he was afraid to worship 
idols any more ; at the same time he knew not 
how to worship the eternal God. “Can you, 
sir,” said he, “give me the divine communica.

Maulmein, July 28, 1833. 


Rev. and Dear Sir,— 

I write a line toaccompany Br. Kincaid’s letter. 
If there was not a God, I should have no hope that 
he would remain long at Ava. The way in which 
he has been led, is not exactly the way that human 
wisdom would have devised ; but God’s ways are 
not like our ways. I have written him to the fol- 
lowing purport :—“ You have done well. You de- 
serve the thanks of the mission for the bold, yet pru- 
dent means you have taken to establish a branch of 
the mission at Ava. Maintain your footing in that 
capital, without the interference of British authority, 
if possible ; but at any rate, in God’s name, muain- 
tain your footing.”

Mr. KINCAID’S LETTER. 
Ava, June 27, 1833. 


Dear. Br. Judson, 

I wrote twice to you before reaching Ava, and 
once since we arrived. I never wished to see you so 
much as atthe present time. Ditliculties I expected, 
| and was therefore prepared for them ; but they rise 
up in so many shapes that 1 am completely puzzled. 
Had I one brother with whom to advise, it would be 
a great relief: as it is, I must bow in submission, 
until I ean hear from the brethren in Maulmein and 
| Rangoon. 

Difficulty of gett'ng a House. 

In a former letter, I mentioned having asked the 
government lor a piece of ground, on which to build 
a house ; and, inthe mean time to be allowed to 
rent a house. I received fair promises day after 
day, and nothing more. After travelling nearly all 


dust, and almost suffocating heat, I received only a 
promise that something would be done to-morrow. 
Thus I was putoff day afterday. I therefore made 
an effort to get a house without a government order. 
For this purpose, I dispatched Ko Shoon and Ko 
San-lone. They succeeded in getting one on the 
bank of the little river east of the city, owned by an 
aged woman of noble blood. Three days after 
taking possession of the house, the owner died ; and, 
as she had no children, the property fell into the 
hands of the king.

In exposing the corruptions of the institution, do 
not exceed the bounds of truth. Believe not ever 
thing you hear or real about masonry. Hear both 
sides before you judge. Masons may tell the truth, 
Let them be heard, aud give as much credit to their 
testimony as to seceding masons. Why should you 
not ? : 
Require not too much of masons. Ask them to 
do nothing more than to renounce masonry. That 
is, to have nothing to do with itin any way. Re- 
quire them not to denounce it. That they may not 
be able todo from any personal uequaintance with 
it. Besides, many have spokenin favor of it. How 
can they come forward and pronounce it a bad in- 
| stitution from their personal acquaintance, when 
‘they have not found it tobe so? Would such tes- 
jtimony be satisfactory? Would they not rather 
| contradict themselves, and subject us to a new trial 
| with them, rather than relieve us 2? No, my breth- 
!ren, so long as ministers or private members of our 
churches will let masonry entirely alone, we will 
jlet them alone. Shall we wish to deprive them ot 
) their privileges in our churches because they have 
belonged to a free-mason Lodge, and will not come 
before the public and declare the institution to be 
bad? We have borne with them when they were 
in full fellowship and standing in the institution, 
can we not now exercise forbearance towards them, 
if they will entirely let it alone? Let us not be 
severe in our judgment, lest we in our turn be judg- 
ed. Remember “he that hateth his brother is a 
murderer.” Let us not in any way be guilty of 
murder ! ANTI-MASON.

| condemns himsell'to compose on a stated day, will 
joften bring to his taste an attention dissipated, a 
memory embarrassed, a mind distracted with anxi- 
eties, a body languishing with disease ; he will labor 
‘on a barren topic till it is too late tochange it ; for in 
{the ardor of invention his thoughts become diffused 
into a wild exuberance, which the pressing hour of 
publication cannot suffer judgment to examine or 
| reduce. 

“ There is no labor more destructive to health, 
than that of periodical literature, and in no epecies 
of mental application, or even of manual employ- 
|ment, is the wear ani tear of body so early and 
(so severcly felt. The readers of those light articles 
which appear to cost so litt’e labor in the various 
‘publications of the day, are little aware how many 

constitutions are broken down in the service of their 
literary taste.”

neatness and evident Christian enjoyment of the
